Our Policy in Retrospect and Prospect 

By THE PUBLISHER 

AT the close of the old year and the dawning of the new it is custom- 
ary with men and magazines to take stock of themselves, reviewing 
their past achievements and announcing their resolutions and 
plans for the future. 

To this task the Fine Arts Journal brings a sense of duty well 
done; for, a resume of its work toward The Advancement of Art in America 
during past years, makes it clear to all investigators that this publication 
is a factor of prime importance in the development of interest in 
cotemporary art. 

In support of this feeling of justifiable satisfaction with past perform- 
ances we may, with propriety, call attention to the following facts whose 
sequence is too significant to be accounted for on the ground of coincidence. 

As far back as April, 1911, the Fine Arts Journal published an 
article on Genarro Favaii by Charles Louis Borgmeyer. This was the 
first that had ever been heard of the works of Favaii in this country, 
excepting among a very select few art lovers. Subsequent to the publi- 
cation of this article, during the months of June, July, August, September, 
October, November and December, 1912, the museums of Detroit, Toledo, 
Muskegon, and the art associations of Columbus, Ohio, and Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, evidently following the Fine Arts Journal's advance informa- 



tion, had exhibitions of the works of Genarro Favaii. Today, for January, 
1914, the Saint Botolph Club of Boston, Mass., the most exclusive club in 
art and literary circles at the "Hub," announces a similar exhibition. 

This is not the only instance where the Fine Arts Journal has 
posted its readers in advance on subjects which must be of interest to 
them, for in July, 1911, there appeared in this magazine a long and 
beautifully illustrated article by Mr. Borgmeyer on the works of the 
sculptor, Prince Paul Troubetzkoy. In the winter of 1912-1913, eighteen 
months later, the art lovers of Chicago, St. Louis and Toledo, had the 
opportunity of seeing these very works at their museums. 

During the year 1913 we published by the same author a series of 
articles upon "The Master Impressionists' ' and "The Post Impressionist s," 
the latter of whose work, seen afterward at the Art Institute, created such 
widespread and varied interest and comment. Important examples of the 
works illustrated in this series are now being shown at the Galleries of 
Durand-Ruel, New York, and have appeared in many other places from 
time to time. Thus our readers in New York, Texas or on the Pacific 
Coast are enabled to keep in touch with all the most interesting events in 
the art world of Europe and America. 

Pursuant to this policy of keeping always in the lead and heralding 
the advance of any new movement in art, the Fine Arts Journal will, 
during the year 1914, bring out a series of articles of unusual interest on 
sculpture by Mr. Borgmeyer, who has spent the past year in Europe 
gathering data upon and photographs of works never before discussed or 
exhibited in America. These articles will be fully illustrated by over five 
hundred reproductions from original photographs and the works will be 
explained and interpreted in the masterly manner with which all readers 
of. Mr. Borgmeyet's criticisms are familiar. 

These visits among the famous sculptors of France will include the 
following chapters: At The Museum of The Louvre, At The Palais des 
Beaux- Arts (Petit-Palais), At The Museum of The Luxembourg, In The 
Gardens of The Tuileries, In The Gardens of The Luxembourg, and Among 
The Monuments of The City of Paris. Half a thousand productions of 
the world's most famous sculptors will be presented beginning with Jean 
Goujon, 1530, and his contemporaries, and ending with the works of the day. 

We can state confidently that no such complete and careful review 
of sculpture has ever yet appeared in any art publication and that the 
portfolio of illustrations will prove a revelation and constitute an educa- 
tion in themselves. All lovers of art and beauty may look forward to 
the coming year's work of the Fine Arts Journal with a pleased 
expectation that sha 1 l_not be disappointed.
